Honolulu, June 7, via Son Frun 
Cisco, June 14.— The news of the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the 
insular cases was received with gen- 
eral satisfaction in Hawaii.

There has been bad feeling foi 
some time past between the NegTOei 
and overseers on the Foster planta 
tion, and Foster was appealed to t< 
settle the differences. The plantei 
stunted to see the Negroes, and upor 
reaching a Negro cabin, WM firei' 
upon and killed. There were a dozei. 
or more Negroes in the cabin, am 
they broke and ran in all directions 
The overseers were quickly joiner 
by other men, and it was not lone 
before all the Negroes were arrested 
except Prince Edwards, who did tht 
shooting. Posses were quickly form 
ed nnd started on u hunt for the Ne 
gro, but as yet have made no further 
arrests.
